od will consist in the following particulars: 


1. You will save the expense of romov- 


ng the shingles. 


2. Tbe building will not be exposed to 


wet, in case of rain, before il is finished. 


3. The roof will be much warmer and 


tighter. 


4. Neither snow nor rain can beat under 


the butts of the shingles, by heavy winds. 


5. 
Tbe roof will last good full one-third 


longer. 


1 have tried this plan, and find it has 


these advantages. 


It takes no more shingle.", no more 


nails in number, only a little longer ones, 
and no more lime to put them on, and, if 
done in a workmanlike manner, will look 
as well as if single. 
But it should be done 


before the old shingles are too much de- 
cayed. 
All the moss (if any) should be< 


removed, or swept off with a stiff broom," 
before putting on the uew shingles.—Cor- 
respondent of the National 
Era.

Death of tho Duchess of Orleans. 
Incidents in Her Life.—The Duchess of 


Orleans, widow of the late Duke of Orleans, 
Louis Pbillippe's oldest son, who came to 
puch a lamentable end in 1842, died on the 
18th of May, at Claremont, England, where 
the nxiled royal family have resided ever 
sinco the calnniilies of 1848. 
The world 


will receive this announcement wilh some 
emotions, for tho part 
Ihe Duchess of 


Orleans lias filled in history is an interesting 
one. 
The Philadelphia Bulletin says : 


The Duchess Helena Lmiisa Elizabeth 


was born January 24(h, 1814, so that sho 
was iu (he forty-fifth ycnrof her age. 
She 


was Ihe daughter of the late Frederick Lou- 
is, Grand Duke of Mecklenhourg Sehwerin, 
and was married 10 the Duke of Orleanns 
May 30th 1837. 
She made an excellent, 


faithful and devoted wife, and although 
differing in religion from the family of her 
husband, she attached them all to her by 
her many admirable qualities. 


The most remarkable incident in the life 


of the deceased lady was tbat of February 
24th, 1848, when France was in the midst 
of revolution and the throne of Louis Phil- 
ippe had been overturned. 
There had been 


two days of barricade and slaughter. The 
Tuilcrit'S had been sacked by mob; 
the 


throne had been carried through the streets 
and burned ; the king had fled—to Ncuilly, 
as was stated, but really to the coast, 
whence he was to escape in disguise to Eng- 
land. 
Paris was in all the frenzy of anar- 


chy. 
The Chamber of Deputies was sur- 


rounded by a vast and excited 
multitude, 


and within its walls there was scarcely leas 
disorder than there was outside. 
Tho Dep- 


uties wero in their places, and a crowd fil- 
led every part of the hall. Through the 
tumult of the Paris streets, the Duchess of 
Orleans, accompanied by two of her broih- 
ers-in law and her two sons—the Count of 
Paris, aged nine years, and the Duke of 
Clianres, aged seven—went bravely, and 
ventured into tho iuterior of the excited 
Chamber of Deputies. 
Sho took her seat 


between her two sons, iu tbo full view of 
this tumultuous assemblage, who were awed 
into comparative silence by the sight of the 
icroic mother coming into such a presence 
to assert the rights of her sou. 
Then M. 


Oupin arose, and amid a stillness almost 
tvtful, announced that the King Louii Pbil- 
ppo had abicated in favor of hie grandson, 
the Count of Paris, under the regency of 
he Duchess of Orleans. 
There wau a brief 


pause, broken by a eiaglo voice from tho 
ipeetators' gallery, which uttered the words, 
c'est trap tard' (it is too late,) and those 
ords became the verdict of France. The 


Duchess and her children retired, the pro- 
visional government was organized, and in 


few days she left France, never to ttf *
